Proposed Increase in Special
School Rates by Railroads
Declared to Require City
Officials Intervention.

Mayor Blankenburg, Direclor Parter,
and Acting ﬁupnrln(undch': of Behooln Dr,
Willlam . Jacobs were Invited today to
attend the citizens’ mass mesting at Ouk
Lane tomorrow night, when representa-
tives from ail the suburban towns along
the main line of the Reading Rallway will
organisze to protest against the proposed
{ncreans In passsnger rates by the Penn-
sylvanin, the Reading and the Baltimore
and Ohlo Rallroads.

Edwin M. Abbott, president of the Oak
Lane Improvement Assocldtion, who In
arranging the mass meerting, proposed to-
day that one central body repre_ununsr
every civie, Improvement or business or-
ganization wilhin commuling distance of
Philadelphia, ba formed Iimmediately to
assume direction of the fight ngalnst the
rate Increase.

are dolng.

In Inviting Mayor Blankenburg and the
other clty officinls, it was stated that
thelr co-operntion was particularly de-
sired on acoount of the proposal of the
ratiroads to Increase the rato for the spe-
cinl school tickets which are used In
jarge numbers In the suburbs by fami-
llen whe send thelr ohildren to both pub-
lic and private schools in the city.
